Having  gained  revenge  on  the  University  of  Chicago  in  their 
last  game  before  the  Christmas  holidays,  Illinois  Tech  eager s  return  to  action 
tonight  (Tuesday,  Jan.  A)    after  a  two-week  layoff.

The  Techawks'  43-to-35  victory  over  the  Maroons  was  the  fourth 
straight  for  them,  and  the  modern  record  for  a  Tech  basketball  winning  streak  is 
five  games.  A  victory  over  the  Teachers  tonight  would  tie  that  record  for  the  cur- 
rent Techawk  cagers. 

In  downing  Chicago,  the  current  Techawk  cagers  have  already 
made  history  by  erasing  the  same  that  has  been  Illinois  Tech's  as  the  last  college 
to  lose  to  the  Maroons,  this  on  Dec.  6,  194-1,  before  their  4-5-game  losing  streak.

Sixty-eight  tuition-free  war  training  courses  will  be  offered 
when  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology  opens  its  spring  evening  war  training  pro- 
gram Monday,  Jan.  31. 

The  program  is  the  tenth  evening  war  training  program  to  open 
at  Illinois  Tech  since  war  training  began  in  January,  194.1.  Registration  for  the 
courses  will  be  held  from  7  to  8  p.  m.  every  evening  from  Monday,  Jan.  17,  through 
Friday,  Jan.  21. 

The  work  is  designed  to  prepare  inexperienced  workers  for  jobs 
in  war  industries  and  to  give  advanced  training  to  men  and  women  already  in  war 
work. 

Covering  practically  every  field  related  to  war  industry,  the 
courses  run  the  gamut  from  safety  engineering  and  radio  mathematics  to  magnaflux 
inspection  and  advanced  production  methods. 

Principal  fields  of  study  include  production  and  management, 
drafting  and  design,  engines  and  power  plants,  inspection  and  testing,  chemistry, 
metallurgy  and  radio  and  electrical  engineering. 

The  68  courses  are  tuition-free,  for  technicians  are  so  urgently 
needed  in  war  industries,  that  the  United  States  Office  of  Education,  through  its 
Engineering,  Science  and  Management  War  Training  program,  underwrites  the  costs.

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Chicagoans  will  have  another  chance  to  prepare  for  v/ar  work,  or 
for  promotions  if  they  are  already  in  war  jobs,  when  Illinois  Institute  of  Tech- 
nology opens  its  free  spring  evening  war  training  program  Monday,  Jan.  31. 

Sixty-eight  free  courses  are  being  offered  in  the  spring  program, 
Forty-two  courses  are  in  the  fields  of  drafting  and  design,  metallurgy  and  metal- 
lograplry,  production  and  management,  inspection  and  testing,  engines  and  power 
plants,  and  chemistry.   The  other  26  are  in  radio,  electronics  and  electrical 
engineering. 

Registration  for  the  courses  will  be  held  from  7  to  9  p.m. 
Monday  (Jan.  17)  through  Friday  (Jan.  21). 

This  is  the  tenth  evening  war  training  program  to  open  at  Illi- 
nois Institute  of  Technology.  A  total  of  4-863  men  and  women  enrolled  in  last 
year's  spring  program,  and  mere  than  27,000  persons  have  received  training  in 
Illinois  Tech's  nine  previous  evening  war  training  programs. 

The  individual  courses  in  the  evening  aar  training  program  run 
the  gamut  from  illumination  engineering  to  tool  and  die  design,  and  from  organic 
chemistry  to  diesel  engines. 

Among  the  popular  courses those  7/hich  have  had  five  or  more 

sections  running  in  other  evening  war  training  programs are  drafting,  time  and 

motion  study,  tool  inspection,  mathematics,  heat  treatment, .industrial  management 
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for  foremen,  and  tool  and  die  design. 

Women  as  well  as  men  can  enroll  for  any  course  for  which  they 
qualify.  Favorite  subjects  for  women  include  engineering  drafting,  personnel  selec- 
tion and  training,  production  illustration,  spectrochemical  analysis  and  inspection 
methods. 

The  courses  are  tuition-free,  for  so  urgent  is  the  need  for  tech- 
nicians in  war  industries,  that  the  United  States  Office  of  fdu cation,  through  its 
Engineering,  Science  and  Management  War  Training  program,  underwrites  the  costs. 

High  school  graduation  or  its  equivalent  in  industrial  exper- 
ience is  the  basis  for  admission.   Advanced  courses  have  additional  qualifications, 
but  a  high  school  diploma  is  all  that  is  required  for  much  of  the  work. 

Registration  will  be  held  in  three  different  locations.  For 
all  courses,  it  will  be  at  the  Cicero  Training  Center,  4-710  West  Cermak  Road.  For 
radio  and  electrical  engineering,  registration  will  be  at  Illinois  Tech' s  west 
campus,  1951  ^Vest  Madison  Street,  and  for  general  war  training  courses,  on  the 
south  campus,  3300  Federal  Street.

Well  on  the  way  to  their  best  season  in  history,  Illinois 
Institute  of  Technology  cagers  will  try  for  their  eighth  straight  victory  Saturday 
night  when  they  play  North  Central  College  in  Naperville. 

In  defeating  the  University  of  Chicago  Aerology  School  Wed- 
nesday night,  the  Techawks  improved  their  own  new  record  of  the  best  winning  streak 
that  has  been  made  by  the  college  in  at  least  25  years.   It  was  their  seventh 
straight  victory,  and  the  Illinois  Tech  cagers  have  now  won  eight  games  and  lost 
only  two  for  the  season. 

The  current  Techawk  average  of  .800  is  the  best  in  history 
for  Illinois  Tech.  In  fact,  only  two  Techawk  teams  of  the  past  ten  years  have  won 
more  than  eight  games  in  a  full  season,  so  basketball  fever  at  Illinois  Tech  is  at 
high  pitch.

A  war  training  center  has  been  set  up  in  Cicero  by  Illinois 
Institute  of  Technology,  it  was  announced  today  by  John  I.  Yellott,  director  of 
Illinois  Tech's  war  training  program.  The  center  is  located  at  4710  West  Cermak 
Road. 

Called  the  "Cicero  Training  Center,"  it  is  the  sixth 
"campus"  to  be  established  by  Illinois  Tech  to  meet  the  demands  of  Chicagoans  for 
war  training  classes. 

The  center  will  be  put  to  its  first  general  use  Monday  (Jan. 
17)  when  registration  for  tuition-free  spring  war  training  classes  opens. 

Registration  for  all  63  free  evening  courses  to  be  given  by 
Illinois  Tech  will  be  held  at  the  Cicero  center.  Registration  continues  through 
Friday  (Jan.  21). 

Classes  in  which  there  is  a  sufficient  demand  will  also  be 
set  up  at  the  Cicero  center.   These  classes  begin  Jan.  31.

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The  first,  and  only,  wind  tunnel  in  the  Chicago  area  has  been 
constructed  on  the  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology  campus.  Finishing  touches 
are  now  being  put  on  the  tunnel,  which  was  built  by  the  Institute  and  the  Armour 
Research  Foundation  and  is  located  on  the  ground  floor  of  Victory  Hall,  49  West 
34th  Street. 

The  tunnel  is  to  be  used  in  government  work  mainly  for  testing 
stresses  on  airplane  models  and  for  solving  problems  on  heat  transfer  and  fluid 
dynamics. 

It  is  also  planned  to  use  the  tunnel  in  aeronautical  engineer- 
ing courses  at  the  Institute  and  in  research  and  development  work  at  the  Research 
Foundation. 

The  tunnel  consists  mainly  of  two  counter  rotating  propellers 
which  can  be  geared  up  to  a  speed  of  1800  revolutions  per  minute  that  will  give  a 
wind  velocity  of  140  miles  per  hour.  As  far  as  is  known,  it  is  the  only  wind 
tunnel  with  counter  rotating  propellers. 

The  aerodynamics  aspects  of  the  tunnel  were  designed  by  Dr. 

Hans  Reissner,  inventor  of  the  first  variable  pitch  propeller  for  airplanes,  who

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SAFETY  TRAINING  -  A  CONSTANT  NECESSITY 

Talk  by  Lt.-Col.  Laurence  B.  Tipton.  Chief  Training  Adviser,  Division  of  Labor 
Standards.  U.  S.  Department  of  Labor.  Washington.  D.  C.  at  Graduation  Exercises 
for  Industrial  Safety  Courses."  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology.  Talk  pre- 
sented at  Sherman  Hotel;  time;  7:30  P.m.

Sometime  in  the  future  when  the  story  of  the  Second  World  War 
is  written,  it  is  likely  to  be  recorded  that  foremost  among  the  significant 
advances  made  during  the  war  years  was  —  not  the  now  imagination-defying  tech- 
nological accomplishments  —  but  rather  the  great  impetus  given  to  training  and 
education.  For  in  the  sudden  era  of  scarcity  in  which  the  country  found  itself 
during  the  defense  and  early  war  period,  the  perplexing  question  of  finding 
trained  and  skilled  planning  and  production  personnel  was  recognized  as  equal 
to,  if  not  greater  than,  the  problem  of  securing  raw  materials  and  the  produc- 
tion facilities  needed  to  convert  these  materials  into  the  implements  of  war. 
Government  officials,  business  executives,  and  educators  awoke  to  the  realiza- 
tion that  during  the  depression  years  vocational  training,  job  training,  appren- 
ticeship training  had  been  allowed  to  slow  down  in  keeping  with  the  tempo  of 
the  times  when  there  was  little  demand  for  either  production  or  production 
workers.  Similarly  the  depression  led  to  a  lag  in  training  for  inuustrial  lead- 
ership, particularly  in  the  field  of  engineering,  as  again  possibilities  for 
industrial  employment  after  graduation  were  none  too  encouraging. 

How  industrial  and  educational  forces  combined  to  make  up  in 
a  three-year  period  phe  losses  of  ten  years  is  one  of  the  phenomena  of  the  war 
period.  Vocational  schools  went  on  a  three-shift  basis,  colleges  on  a  three- 
semester  year,  industry  revived  apprenticeship  training,  instituted  upgrading 
courses  and  undertook  on-the-job  instruction.  Engineering  colleges  developed 
short  intensive  courses  in  all  fields  of  engineering,  science  and  management, 
and  supplied  quickly  hundreds  of  thousands  of  physicists,  chemists,  engineers, 

and  plant  executive  personnel. 

-more- 
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Significant  among  the  latter  training  was  the  development  of 
some  50,000  industrial  safety  leaders  during  the  three-year  period  from  June, 
194.0,  to  the  middle  of  194-3.  This  supply  of  trained  safety  men  has  no  more  than 
met  the  demand.  As  management  became  aware  of  the  tremendous  drain  on  the  man- 
power supply  and  the  time  and  production  losses  occasioned  by  job  accidents  and 
injuries,  the  fact  soon  became  clear  that  the  first  thing  to  do  was  to  start  a 
safety  campaign,  and  the  second,  "to  find  somebody  to  run  it."  The  country's  few 
available  trained  safety  directors  and  safety  engineers  were  snapped  up  early  in 
the  defense  program,  and  second-line  safety  supervisors  and  safety  inspectors  soon 
found  themselves  in  top  ranking  positions  in  important  war  contract  plants.  The 
demand  was  still  unmet. 

It  is  a  known  fact  that  the  organisation  and  direction  of  a 
safety  program  require  a  "kncw-hov>"  derived  usually  from  a  background  of  engineer- 
ing training  combined  with  practical  shop  or  production  experience.   In  the  past, 
men  assigned  to  run  the  plant  safety  program  groped  through  the  available  liter- 
ature, attended  safety  conferences,  and  through  trial  and  error  devised  safe  op- 
erating procedures,  machinery  safeguards,  safety  rules,  and  education  in  safe 
practices  to  fit  their  particular  operations.  Pooling  of  personal  safety  exper- 
iences over  30  years,  however,  has  resulted  in  a  pattern  of  tried  and  tested  tech- 
niques for  the  prevention  of  plant  accidents,  which,  if  given  the  continuous  and 
active  support  of  top  management,  if  understood  and  accepted  on  the  part  of  super- 
vision, and  if  continuously  applied  by  an  enthusiastic  leader,  are  sure  to  result 
in  a  low  accident  experience.  When  combined  into  a  single  package,  these  methods 
and  techniques  are  kno?m  as  a  standard  industrial  safety  program. 

The  problem  facing  the  country  in  1940  was  not  the  need  for  re- 
search to  develop  new  ways  and  means  of  preventing  accidents  but  rather  the  de- 

-more- 
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velopment  of  persons  who  could  quickly  apply  and  follow  through  on  the  standard 
industry  safety  program.  The  U.  S.  Department  of  Labor,  in  direct  contact  with 
defense  plants  through  its  National  Committee  for  the  Conservation  of  Manpower 
first  recognized  the  need  for  training  safety  leadersj  the  training  materials 
could  be  assembled  from  several  sources;  the  engineering  colleges  of  the  country 
were  there  placing  their  facilities  at  the  disposal  of  the  war  effort;  practical 
safety  men  from  industry  were  available  to  serve  as  instructors  when  the  U.  S. 
Office  of  Education  was  beginning  its  Engineering  Defense  Training,  the  forerun- 
ner of  its  present  Engineering,  Science,  Management  War  Training  program.  Wash- 
ington conferences  were  held;  contact  was  made  with  the  colleges;  meetings  were 
held  in  the  field.  The  result:   a  short  intensive  course  in  the  bo.sic  funda- 
mentals of  safety  engineering,  open  to  persons  with  a  high  school  education  or 
its  equivalent  in  practical  shop  experience. 

Among  the  universities  first  to  heed  the  clamor  for  this  safety 
training  was  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology  which,  through  the  ESMWT  program, 
has  conducted  110  basic  training  courses  and  graduated  over  2,000  trained  key 
safety  supervisors. 

Graduates  from  the  basic  course  returned  to  their  respective 
industrial  establishments  to  put  into  effect  their  newly  acquired  knowledge. 
In  many  instances  remarkable  accident  redtictions  resulted  from  their  leader- 
ship and  the  application  of  their  basic  knowledge.  Many,  on  the  other  hand,  met 
with  only  partial  success.  Others  found,  when  put  up  against  tough  production 
problems  or  harassed  operating  executives,  that  more  knowledge  and  more  prac- 
tice were  needed  on  the  application  of  the  basic  principles  which  they  had 
learned.  A  demand  soon  became  evident  for  additional  training  —  for  demon- 
strations and  case  studies  which  would  provide  in  a  relatively  few  weeks  that 

-more- 
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actual  practice  in  solving  individual  accident  situations  which  might  otherwise 
take  several  years  to  acquire. 

What  they  need  is  more  practical  applied  knowledge.  Additional 
information  about  methods  that  have  been  tested  on-the-job  and  proved  successful. 
With  their  knowledge  thus  broadened,  they  will  be  better  qualified  to  apply 
their  training  to  the  real  problems  with  which  they  are  confronted  under  actual 
conditions.   They  need  additional  training  that  gets  them  down  to  cases. 

The  answer  to  this  need  has  been  found  in  many  areas  through 
the  formation  of  Industrial  Safety  Graduate  Clubs J  in  effect,  the  Alumni  Assoc- 
iations of  the  graduates  of  the  basic  course.   In  Houston,  Texas,  for  example,  a 
vigorous  organization  of  this  kind  is  flourishing,  the  essential  for  membership 
being  completion  of  such  a  course.   Similar  groups  are  springing  up  elsewhere. 
Such  clubs  provide  a  medium  not  only  for  assuring  continued  interest  and  zeal 
in  accident  prevention  but  also  a  forum  for  continuing  the  development  of  know- 
ledge about  industrial  safety  as  it  relates  to  the  individual  student's  problem. 
However,  these  organisations  must  stem  spontaneously  from  a  genuine  interest  in 
safety  on  the  part  of  the  graduates  and  from  a  real  desire  to  get  the  greatest 
possible  knowledge  on  ho?f  to  prevent  industrial  accidents. 

Therefore,  tonight  I  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  of 
congratulating  each  individual  who  has  come  here,  as  your  presence  indicates 
that  you  have  this  sincere  interest  in  the  conservation  of  manpower  and  a  real 
honest  desire  to  increase  your  knowledge  so  that  you  can  prevent  industrial 
accidents,  thereby  contributing  your  part  in  our  march  towards  victory.

The  first,  and  only,  wind  tunnel  in  the  Chicago  area  has  been 
constructed  on  the  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology  campus.  Finishing  touches  are  now 
being  put  on  the  tunnel,  which  was  built  by  the  Institute  and  the  Armour  Research  Foun- 
dation and  is  located  on  the  ground  floor  of  Victory  Hall,  49  West  34th  Street* 

The  tunnel  is  to  be  used  in  government  work  mainly  for  testing 
stresses  on  airplane  models  and  for  solving  problems  on  heat  transfer  and  fluid  dynamics. 

It  is  elso  planned  to  use  the  tunnel  in  aeronautical  engineering 
courses  at  the  Institute  and  in  research  and  development  work  at  the  Research  Foundation, 

The  tunnel  consists  mainly  of  two  counter  rotating  propellers  which 
can  be  geared  up  to  a  speed  of  1$QG  revolutions  per  minute  that  will  give  a  wind  velocity 
of  MO  miles  per  hour.  As  far  as  is  known*  it  is  the  only  wind  tunnel  with  counter 
rotating  propellers* 

The  aerodynamics  aspects  of  the  tunnel  were  designed  by  Dr.  Hans 
Reissner,  formerly  of  5110  Hyde  Park  Boulevard,  inventor  of  the  first  variable  pitch 
propeller  for  airplanes,  who  until  recently  was  research  professor  of  engineering  et

They  come  from  AUis-Chalmers  Manufacturing  Company;  Ncrdberg  lAanufaoturing  Com- 
pany; Ampco  Metal,  Incorporated!  Ch  in  Belt  Company)  and  Harinschfeger  Corporation. 

The  first  class  began  Jan.  3,  and  so  successful  was  it  that 
Illinois  Tech  began  another  class  iinmediately  and  plans  to  continue  the  project 
indefinitely. 

Idea  for  the  unique  experiment  originated  with  il&rry  Sogers, 
wrks  manager  of  the  Nordberg  Manufacturing  Company.  He  believed  that  sending  super- 
visors "back  to  school"  in  an  intensive  taanagement  course  designed  especially  for 
them  would  improve  their  ?;crK»  Further,  he  thought  best  results  could  be  obtained  by 
giving  them  this  training  in  a  college  atmosphere  away  from  their  jobs.

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Seeking  their  eleventh  straight  victory  find  a  new  all-time 
record  for  number  of  games  won  in  a  single  season,  the  Illinois  Institute  of 
Technology  cagers  play  host  to  the  Northwestern  University  Navy  Radio  Operators' 
School  Saturday  night  (Jan.  22). 

The  game,  to  be  played  at  7:30  p.m.  at  the  Valentine  Boys 
Club  Gym,  34-th  and  Emerald  streets,  promises  to  be  a  thriller.  The  Northwestern 
Navy,  having  lost  to  the  strong  Glenview  Navy  Fliers  by  but  one  point  Wednesday 
night  (Jan.  19),  looms  as  a  serious  obstacle  to  the  Techawks'  continuance  of  their 
winning  ways. 

The  Techawks  lost  to  Glenview  by  ten  points  earlier  in  the 
season  in  the  latter1 s  opening  game. 

However,  Illinois  Tech's  season  record  of  11  won  and  2  lost 
is  considerably  better  than  the  Sailors'  record  of  4  victories  and  5  defeats.  Al- 
so, since  the  Glenview  game,  the  Techawks  have  a  perfect  record  against  service 
teams,  and  last  Tuesday  night  (Jan.  IS)  they  ended  a  16-game  winning  streak  for 
the  South  Shore  Coast  Guard  by  beating  them  67  to  53. 

That  67  points  tied  a  40-year-old,  all-time  one  game  high 
point  record  for  the  Techawks,  who  in  1904,  then  playing  under  the  name  of  Armour 
Tech,  defeated  Lewis  Institute  67  to  33.

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Having  won  11  games,  the  current  Techawks,  with  seven  games 
yet  to  play  this  season,  have  already  also  tied  the  school  record  for  games  won 
in  a  season.  The  1934- -3 5  Techawks  won  11  and  lost  5«  A  victory  Saturday  night 
will  break  this  record. 

Guard  Jack  Kernan,  only  former  college  star  on  the  Northwes- 
tern team,  and  Center  Bob  Ilendorf,  leading  scorer,  will  lead  the  Sailors'  invasion 
of  Illinois  Tech.

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Featuring  the  theme,  "Power  Brings  Victory,"  the  seventh 
annual  Midwest  Power  Conference,  arranged  by  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology, 
will  be  held  April  13  and  14  at  the.  Palmer  House  in  Chicago. 

The  third  wartime  meeting  of  the  conference,  it  will  empha- 
size both  war  and  postwar  power  problems. 

Preliminary  plans  for  the  meeting  have  been  announced  by  Stan- 
ton E.  Winston,  acting  head  of  the  mechanical  engineering  department  at  Illinois 
Tech  and  director  of  the  conference. 

The  tentative  program,  which  already  includes  20  topics,  will 
revolve  around  the  following  nine  sessions:   the  opening  general  meeting,  three 
electrical  meetings,  power  plant  practice,  industrial  power  plants,  plant  mainten- 
ance, fuels  and  diesel  power. 

Keynote  speaker  will  be  Alex  D.  Bailey,  assistant  to  the  vice- 
president  of  Commonwealth  Edison  Company  in  Chicago.  He  will  speak  on  "Postwar 
Planning  of  the  Nation's  Power  Supply." 

J.  A.  Krug,  director  of  the  office  of  war  utilities  of  the 
War  Production  Board  in  Washington,  D.  C,  will  be  the  featured  speaker  at  the 
All- Engineers'  Dinner,  annual  social  highlight  of  the  conference. 

Approximately  twenty-five  nationally-known  power  authorities 

will  appear  on  the  program,  according  to  ''Vinston,  an  administrator  of  the  confer- 

-  m  o  r  e  - 
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ence  since  its  reorganization  in  1938.  Twenty  persons  have  already  signified  their 
willingness  to  serve  as  speakers. 

As  in  former  years,  the  American  Society  of  Mechanical  Engi- 
neers and  the  American  Institute  of  Electrical  Engineers  will  each  sponsor  a  con- 
ference luncheon.   Speakers  will  be  B.  W.  Clark,  vice-president  in  charge  of 
sales,  Westinghou.se  Electric  and  Manufacturing  Company,  East  Pittsburgh,  Pa.,  and 
Dr.  C.  0.  Dohrenwend,  chairman  of  engineering  mechanics  research  at  the  Armour  Re- 
search Foundation  at  Illinois  Tech. 

A  complete  announcement  of  the  conference  program  will  be  made 
at  a  later  date,  Winston  stated. 

The  Midwest  Power  Conference  is  the  largest  meeting  of  its 
kind  in  the  United  States.   Definitely  not  a  war  casualty,  the  conference  has  in- 
creased in  popularity  in  the  last  few  years  with  the  urgent  wartime  need  for 
power  production. 

Last  year  when  numerous  conferences  were  postponed  for  the 
duration,  the  Midwest  Power  Conference  reached  an  all-time  high  in  attendance. 
More  than  2500  of  the  nation' s  authorities  in  the  field  of  power  v/ere  present  for 
the  session nearly  doubling  the  attendance  in  194-2. 

Originated  in  1926  in  Chicago  as  a  private  venture,  the  Mid- 
west Power  Conference  has  developed  to  its  present  stature  since  its  reorganiza- 
tion in  1933  as  a  co-operative  venture.   The  conference  is  now  sponsored  by  Illi- 
nois Tech,  with  the  co-operation  of  eight  other  schools  and  eight  engineering 
societies. 

Schools  working  with  Illinois  Tech  in  sponsoring  the  conference 
include:   Iowa  State  College,  Michigan  State  College,  Northwestern,  Purdue,  Iowa, 
Illinois,  Michigan  and  Minnesota  universities. 
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The  eight  engineering  societies  included  in  the  planning  and 
sponsoring  are:  Chicago  sections  of  the  American  Institute  of  Chemical  Engineers, 
American  Institute  of  Electrical  Engineers,  American  Institute  of  Mechanical  En- 
gineers and  American  Society  of  Mechanical  Engineers;  Illinois  sections  of  the 
American  Society  of  Civil  Engineers  and  the  American  Society  of  Heating  and  Ven- 
tilating Engineers;  Western  Society  of  Engineers;  and  the  Engineers'  Society  of 
Milwaukee . 
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To  give  Chicagoans  another  chance  to  enroll  for  Illinois  Insti- 
tute of  Technology's  free  spring  war  training  courses,  registration  has  been 
lengthened  a  week,  it  was  announced  today  by  John  I.  Yellott,  director  of  the  In- 
stitute's war  training  program. 

Sixty-eight  free  courses  are  included  in  the  spring  program. 
Chicagoans  can  register  for  these  from  7  to  9  p.m.  Monday  (Jan.  24)  through  Friday 
(Jan.  28). 

During  the  first  week  of  registration  (Jan.  17-21)  1963  men 
and  women  signed  up.  Nine  hundred  and  fifty-eight  of  these  registered  for  radio 
and  electrical  engineering  training.  A  total  of  107  enrolled  for  tool  and  die  de- 
sign classes,  followed  by  93  who  signed  up  for  metallurgy. 

The  training  is  tuition-free,  for  the  United  States  Office  of 
Education,  through  its  Engineering,  Science  and  Management  War  Training  program, 
pays  the  costs. 

For  all  courses,  registration  continues  at  the  Cicero  Training 
Center,  4710  West  Cermak  Road.  For  radio  and  electrical  engineering,  it  is  on 
Illinois  Tech's  west  campus,  1951  i'.'est  Madison  Street.  For  general  war  training 
courses,  it  is  on  the  south  campus,  3300  Federal  Street. 
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A  new  full-tuition  scholarship  has  been  established  in 
Illinois  Institute  of  Technology's  depai-tment  of  fire  protection  engineering. 
Donor  of  the  scholarship  is  the  "Automatic"  Sprinkler  Corporation  of  America. 

Although  the  award  will  be  granted  annually  for  a  one-year 
period,  each  recipient  will  probably  be  financed  throughout  the  entire  four-year 
course,  Prof.  J.  B.  Finnegan,  head  of  the  Institute's  fire  protection  engineering 
department,  has  announced. 

First  student  to  receive  the  scholarship  will  be  Robert  E. 
Loomis,  5725  South  Maplewood  Avenue,  Lindblom  High  School  graduate  and  a  freshman 
at  Illinois  Tech.

ORGANIZED  AND  IS  HEADING  A  "MILE  OF  DIMES"  CAMPAIGN  AT  ILLINOIS  TECH. 

She  is  Shirley  Evenstein,  314-0  West  Douglas  Boulevard,  who  was  stricken  with 
infantile  paralysis  seven  years  ago,  at  the  age  of  16.  At  first  almost  com- 
pletely paralysed,  she  has  now  regained  the  use  of  most  of  her  muscles 

thanks  to  treatments  provided  by  funds  from  the  National  Foundation  for  In- 
fantile Paralysis. 

Five  operations,  one  of  which  required  si:-:  months'  hospitalization,  and  seven 
braces  were  included  in  Shirley' s  treatment,  at  a  cost  to  the  Foundation  of 
more  than  $1000. 

Nov;  Shirley  has  found  a  chance  to  thank  her  benefactors. 

She  is  staging  a  "one-man"  campaign  at  Illinois  Tech  to  lengthen  the  "Mile  of 
Dimes."  On  her  own  initiative  she  visited  the  downtown  headquarters  to  obtain 
supplies  for  her  campaign.  She  persuaded  Illinois  Tech's  Medical  Arts  Guild, 
of  which  she  is  president,  to  be  the  sponsoring  group.  And  she's  sparing  no 
effort  to  make  her  campaign  a  "terrific"  success. 

Shirley's  efforts  to  repay  her  benefactors,  it  seems  to  me,  present  some  excel- 
lent "human  interest"  picture  possibilities pictures  which  would  add  "oomph" 

to  the  "Mile  of  Dimes"  campaign  in  its  final  week.   For  instance:

Other  than  that,  Yellott,  an  outstanding1  tech- 
nologist, believes,  developments  as  a  result  of  the  ^ar  have  shown 
OTOffress  hut  no  really  effective  secret  weapon  has  heen  introduced.. 

Yellott,  a  dynamic,  young  nan,  is  head  of  war 
training  at  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology,   ^s  such  he  has  Pre- 
pared 45, CCO  rersons  for  work  in  war  industries,  with  their  various 
manufacturing  and  research  problems  in  new  weapons.   ue  is  a  mechanical 
engineering  graduate  from  Johns  Hopkins  and  was  head  oM   that  department 
at  Stevens  Institute  before  coming  to  Illinois  Tech. 

For  his  work  with  the  war  program,  Yellott 
was  named  the  outstanding  young  man  of  1942  by  the  Illinois  and  Chicago 
•Junior  chambers  of  commerce.   He  also  is  head  of  the  Institute  of  Gas 
Technology  at  Illinois  Tech. 

He  revealed  today  that  much  research  is  being 
done  in  the  United  States  on  atomic  breakdown. 

"That  would  release  a  tremendous  amount  of 
energy,"  he  said.   "If  it  were  released  suddenly,  the  result  would  be 
an  explosion,  of  much  greater  force  than  any  explosive  no^  known. 

The  problem,  of  course,  would  he  to  release  it 
by  remote  control."

The    velocity  of    the    heated   air   being-  released 
provides   the   motive    power. 

The    principal   ''bug-"   in    jet    propulsion   at   present, 
he    said,    is   the    problem   of 'burning  the    fuel   efficiently  in   a    small 
compartment  and   yet    heating  it    sufficiently.

All  first  and  second  term  freshmen 
were  considered  for  the  award. 

Illinois  Tech's  department  of  fire  protection  engineering, 
the  only  one  of  its  kind  in  the  world,  was  established  in  1903.  Although  the 
Institute  has  graduated  moi'e  than  400  fire  protection  engineering  graduates  since 
that  date,  the  supply  has  never  met  the  demand  for  graduates. 

Most  of  the  graduates  have  become  affiliated  with  fire  insur- 
ance companies,  the  field  in  which  their  training  is  probably  best  applicable. 

The  value  of  Illinois  Tech's  work  was  early  recognized  by 
fire  insurance  companies.  Scholarships  affording  students  a  free  college  educa- 
tion have  been  available  in  the  department  since  1913. 
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In  that  year  the  Fire  Underwriters  Association  established 
a  scholarship  plan.   In  1920  the  plan  was  expanded,  and  since  that  time  capital 
stock  fire  insurance  companies  have  awarded  scholarships  to  selected  students 
through  the  Western  Actuarial  Bureau.

The  Armour  Faculty  Club  is  a  social  organisation  of  the  Illi- 
nois Tech  staff  on  the  Institute's  south  campus. 
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The  supreme  test  faces  Illinois  Insti- 
tute of  Technology's  cagers  Saturday  night. 

The  Techawks,  who  have  won  11  straight 
games,  meet  George  Williams  College  in  the  George  Williams  gym- 
nasium. George  Williams  was  the  last  team  to  beat  the  Techawks — 
and  is,  of  course,  responsible  for  one  of  the  two  defeats  which  mar 
an  otherwise  perfect  record  for  the  Techawks. 

Illinois  Tech  wants  revenge  for  that 
defeat;  in  fact,  Techawk  fans  have  been  thinking  about  nothing 
else  since  their  team  found  its  winning  ways. 

Both  teams  have  defeated  the  University 
of  Chicago,  and  all  other  south  side  teams,  so  fans  of  both  teams 
are  calling  the  game  a  battle  for  the  "Championship  of  South  Chi- 
cago." Both  teams  feature  Navy  V-I2  personnel,  the  George  Williams 
five  being  all  sailors,  v/hile  five  of  the  Techawks  are  7-12  men, 
ana  interest  is  at  a  high  in  the  bwo  Navy  units. 

Illinois  Tech  has  the  most  at  stake: 

their  12th  straight  victory,  and  revenge,  as  well  as  the  mythical 

"Championship  of  South  Chicago."  But  George  Williams'  cagers 

want  to  spoil  all  of  this  for  their  neighbors. 
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The  Techawks  have  a  slightly  better 
season's  record  than  he  Braves,  but  comparative  scores,  as  well 
as  their  vie  ory  in  the  first  meeting  of  the  two  teams,  indicate 
a  definite  advantage  for  George  Williams. 

Both  teams  have  lost  but  two  games. 
Illinois  Tech  has  won  12  and  lost  two,  dropping  a  game  to  Glonview 
Air  Base  as  well  as  two  the  Braves.   George  Williams  hgs  won  seven 
and  lost  two,  losing  to  Illinois  Normal  and  Western  Michigan. 

The  Techawks,  in  their  first  game  with 
the  Braves,  Dec.  3,  lost  49  to  29.   They  haven't  dropped  a  game 
since  that  date. 

Both  teams  have  met  and  defeated  four 
mutual  foes--George  Williams  holding  a  42  point  margin  over  Chicago 
Teachers,  Illinois  Tech  but  28;  George  Williams  having  a  31  point 
advantage  over  Herzl,  Illinois  Tech  but  12;  and  George  Williams 
topping  the  University  of  Chicago  by  22  points,  Illinois  Tech  by 
but  8.   The  Techawks  have  a  slight  advantage  against  Concordia, 
having  won  by  17  points,  the  Braves  by  bu  16.

A  new  "situp"  champion  for  the  Chicago  area  has  been  acclaimed 
at  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology. 

He  is  Arnold  Niemi,  apprentice  seaman  at  the  Institute,  who 
has  performed  124-2  situps  to  break  the  record  set  by  a  Great  Lakes  Naval  Training 
Station  seaman. 

Conrad  W.  Cramer  of  Great  Lakes  executed  84-8  situps  to  gain  the 
title  of  "champion"  of  the  Chicago  area.  Beginning  with  34-  situps  on  his  first 
day  of  training,  he  achieved  84.8  in  six  weeks. 

But  the  Illinois  Tech  sailor  has  not  only  broken  the  final 
record;  he  also  surpassed  Cramer  in  his  first  trial.  Niemi  performed  104-  situps 
in  his  initial  attempt. 

The  record-setting  124-2  situps  were  accomplished  in  one  hour 
and  34-  minutes an  average  of  one  situp  every  4--5  seconds.

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The  Illinois  Tech  Relay  Games  have  become  a  war  casualty. 

The  Relay  Games,  held  every  year  for  15  years, -have  been 
cancelled  for  1944,  John  J.  Schommer,  director  of  athletics  and  chairman  of  the 
Relays  committee,  announced  today. 

The  committee  in  charge  decided  to  cancel  the  Relays  because 
the  schedule  of  the  University  of  Chicago  Fieldhouse,  where  the  Relays  have  always 
been  held,  is  now  filled  with  service  programs  and  would  not  be  available.  Ef- 
forts to  secure  another  place  in  which  to  hold  the  Relays  were  unsuccessful. 

Two  other  factors  also  prompted  the  committee's  decision. 
Many  colleges  and  universities  have  abandoned  track  for  the  duration,  and  entries 
would  be  uncertain.  Also,  the  committee  felt  that  bringing  300  to  400  track  men 
into  Chicago  would  be  a  great  strain  on  wartime  transportation  systems. 

The  Illinois  Tech  Relay  Games  have  been  a  Chicago  tradition 
since  1929  when  they  were  originated  as  the  Armour  Tech  Relay  Games. 

The  event  grew  out  of  a  triangular  meet  with  Illinois  Tech, 
the  University  of  Chicago  and  Northwestern  University  participating.  During  this 
meet,  held  in  1928,  Schommer  conceived  the  idea  of  turning  it  into  an  indoor 
relay  games.

Coming  from  all  over  the  United  States,  these  men  will  return  to  do  fire  protec- 
tion and  safety  work  at  their  respective  air  fields. 

These  are  the  12th  and  13th  courses  given  under  the  auspices 
of  the  United  States  Office  of  Education,  through  its  Engineering,  Science  and 
Management  War  Training  program.

The  wife  of  an  army  captain  ho  has  won  state  iaedais  for 
her  marksmanship  is  now  spending  all  her  time  examining  bullets  for  other 
people  to  shoot— -men  in  American  unixora  in  Australia}  Europe  and  iMew 
guinea. 

Among  these  career  girls  as  a  whole,  25  per  cent  came  from 
office  work,  trading  their  typewriters  arid  shorthand  books  ror  pressure 
gauges,  test  tuoes  and  drafting  pencils.  -Fifteen  per  cent  were  saleswomen, 
12  per  cent  teacher^  and  5  per  cent  already  draftsmen.  Others  were  design- 
ers, ccmmerdial  artists,  laboratory  technicians,  social  workers,  depart- 
ment store  buyers,  radio  singers,  puppet  show  managers,  pharmacists, 
activities  directors,  librarians,  newspaperwomen,  shop  owners,  beauticians 
and  architects. 

Illinois  Tech's  fledgling  technicians  go  to  school  eight 
hours  a  day,  live  da,ys  a  week,  a.  total  of  40  hours  per  weeic — a  foretaste 
of  the  grueling  routine  which  awaits  them  in  factories.  They  also  do 
homework — progenitor  of  overtime. 

.'omen  in  dr  ftlng  spend  most  ox  their  time  learning  to 
draw  blueprints,  but  they  also  study  production  processes — the  functions 
of  different  machines  and  what  it  is  humanly  possible  lor  workers  to  do.

Women  In  industrial  chymes  try  take  a  general  survey  01 
the  principles  of  chemistry  oexore  going  into  quantitative  analysis  ana 
organic  chemistry.     Students  or  meta-i..  urgicax  techniques  devote  them- 
selves to  metallurgy,  metallography,  and  drawings  and  specixicatxons. 

All  the  women  study  mathematics,   but  even  women  with  tut 
meager  backgrounds  in  "'rithnatic*  have  little  trouble  with  the  v/orkl 

In  addition  to  its  full-time  courses,    Illinois  Tech 
ol'iers  women  vrar  training  in  68  evening  classes,   also  tuition-xree. 
Today  those  enrolling  have  shown  a  preference  x'or  plastics,*   synthetic 
rubber,  metallurgy,   industrial  Ciiemic?x  analysif ,  time  and  motion  study, 
inspection  methods  and  introduction  to  radio. 

Within  less  than  a  year,   Illinois  Teton* s  war  training 
program  has  reached  a  te^po  and  efficiency  which  makes  it  invaluable  to 
the  war  effort.     YJhether  or  not  it  maintains  that  tempo  and  efficiency 
depends  on  the  women  of  America.

However,  regardless  of  their  fate  in  these  games,  the  cur- 
rent Techawks  are  already  assured  of  being  the  best  team  in  college  history and 

their  13-game  spinning  streak  is  the  longest  in  college  history. 

Even  the  new  1909-10  records  don't  change  these  facts,  for 
the  1909-10  Techawks  lost  six  while  winning  the  15  for  an  average  of  .714.  Should 
the  1944  Tech  team  drop  both  of  its  remaining  games,  it  v;ould  still  have  a  season's 
average  of  .777,  by  far  the  best  in  Techawk  history. 

Only  other  Techawk  team  besides  these  two  to  finish  with  a 
record  of  .700  or  better  was  the  1900  quintet  which  won  seven  and.  lost  three.  In 
fact,  out  1a,.  out  of  the  43  Techawk  basketball  teams  have  won  as  many  as  half  of 
their  games,  so  it's  small  wonder  that  basketball  enthusiasm  is  at  a  new  high  with 
the  engineers  of  Illinois  Tech.

Fiftieth  anniversary  of  the  opening  of  classes  at  Armour  In- 
stitute of  Technology,  now  merged  with  Lewis  Institute  into  Illinois  Institute  of 
Technology,  will  be  observed  next  Monday  (Feb.  21)  when  Illinois  Tech  holds  a 
golden  anniversary  convocation. 

Two  hundred  and  thirty-nine  persons  will  receive  degrees  from 
Illinois  Tech  in  these  ceremonies.   These  will  include  218  seniors  who  will  receive 
bachelor  of  science  degrees  and  seven  graduate  students,  six  of  whom  will  receive 
master's  degrees  and  one  a  doctorate. 

In  addition,  honorary  degrees  will  bo  presented  to  14  out- 
standing industrial  executives  and  high-ranking  army  and  navy  officers  to  commem- 
orate the  50th  anniversary  ceremonies.

Actually,  Armour  Tech  was  founded  in  1892,  following  the 
famous  "million  dollar"  sermon  by  the  late  Rev.  Frank  W.  Gunsaulus,  then  paster 
of  Plymouth  Church.  This  sermon  inspired  Philip  Dunforth  Armour  to  found  the  col- 
lege with  Dr.  Gunsaulus  us  its  first  president. 

In  1940,  by  merging  with  Lewis  Institute  to  form  Illinois 
Tech,  Armour  helped  create  for  Chicago  the  largest  engineering  college  in  the 
nation. 

The  218  seniors  who  will  receive  their  degrees  in  the  50th 
anniversary  ceremonies  normally  vould  have  boon  the  June  class  of  194-4  >  bat  they 
are  completing  their  college  work  four  months  ahead  of  schedule  due  to  Illinois 
Tech's  wartime  accelerated,  round-the-ealendar  schedule.  This  results  in  a  saving 
of  166,600  man  hours  for  the  nation';,  war  effort. 

This  50th  anniversary  class  also  has  the  unique  distinction 
of  being  the  first  to  complete  all  of  its  work  at  the  "new"  college,  Illinois 
Tech.  The  class  of  194-4-,  enrolling  in  September,  194-0,  was  the  first  to  begin 
study  at  the  college  following  the  merger.

Baccalaureate  will  open  Illinois  Tech's  golden  anniversary 
program.   The  celebration  is  occasioned  by  the  fact  that  Armour  Institute  of  Tech- 
nology, which  merged  with  Lewis  Institute  in  194-0  to  form  Illinois  Tech,  admitted 
its  first  student:;  50  years  ago  this  past  fall — on  Sopt.  14,  1893. 

Illinois  Tech  is  continuing  a  45-year-old  tradition  by  hold- 
ing the  services  at  Central  Church.

In  their  first  meet  of  the  season,  the  Techawks  trounced  the 
George  Williams  tanksters  52  to  9.  Since  then,  the  Illinois  Tech  men  haven't  been 
able  to  find  again  the  formula  for  victory. 

They  have  lost  twice  to  the  University  of  Illinois  and  twice 
to  Western  Michigan  College. 

The  George  Williams  swimmers  have  only  had  one  meet  other 
than  the  one  with  Illinois  Tech.

Seeking  their  14-th  consecutive  victory,  Illinois  Institute  of 
Technology's  cagers  return  to  action  this  evening  following  two  weeks  of  inactivity. 
They  play  host  to  Navy  Pier  at  5:15  p.m.  on  their  home  floor,  the  Valentine  Boys' 
Club  Gym,  34-th  and  Emerald  streets. 

The  Techawk3  seek  victory  today  with  more  than  usual  interest — 
they  have  two  important  added  reasons  for  wanting  to  win. 

First,  they  want  to  set  a  new  current  winning  streak,  record  in 
Chicago  collegiate  cage  circles.  It  was  when  DeP.vul  was  seeking  its  14th  straight 
that  it  was  beaten  for  the  first  time.  If  Illinois  Tech  can  beat  Navy  Pier  today, 
it  will  have  won  more  games  in  a  row  than  any  other  Chicago  collegiate  team  this 
season. 

Second,  the  Techawks  must  have  a  victory  over  Navy  Pier  if 
they  are  going  to  set  a  college  record  for  the  most  games  won.  With  a  record  of  14 
victories  and  2  defeats,  they  need  two  more  victories  to  top  the  number  of  games 
won  by  the  1909-10  Techawk  team  which  won  15  and  lost  6. 

A  victory  over  Navy  Pier  today  will  tie  this  record.   But  only 
one  other  game,  that  with  the  University  of  Chicago  on  Saturday,  remains  on  the 
Techawk  schedule  this  season,  so  they  must  have  victory  in  both  for  a  new  record. 

Comparative  scores  would  indicate  an  advantage  for  Illinois 
Tech  in  today's  game.  Trie  Techawks  have  defeated  North  Central  College  twice  this 
season,  once  by  28  points  and  a  second  time  by  14  points,  while  the  Aero-Macs  lost

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to  the  same  team  39  to  25. 

In  one  of  its  two  defeats  this  year,  Illinois  Tech  lost  tc 
Glenviov;  Air  Base  by  c.  10-point  margin.  Navy  Pier,  which  ranks  in  the  first 
division  of  the  Chicago  Servicemen' &  League  along  with  Glenview,  lost  , to  the  naval 
fliers  by  28  points. 

However,  Navy  Pier's  season  record  of  20  victories  and  11  de- 
feats indicates  that  it  is  nobody's  cinch.

Boasting  the  longest  collegiate  winning  streak  of  the  season 
in  Chicago,  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology's  high-flying  Techawk  cagers  tonight 
invade  the  University  of  Chicago,  whoso  Maroons  have  the  worst  basketball  record  in 
Chicago. 

The  Techawks  seek  their  15th  straight  victory  tonight and 

more  important  to  then,  they  also  seek  to  set  a  new  Techawk  record  for  number  of 
games  won  in  a  single  season.  If  Illinois  Tech  vans  tonight,  it  will  be  its  16  th 

victory  of  the  season and  the  best  any  previous  Techawk  team  could  do  was  in 

1909-10  when  they  won  15  games  and  lost  6. 

The  Techawks  tied  this  record  Wednesday  (Feb.  16)  when  they 
boat  Navy  Pier  69  to  4-9.  This  victory,  their  14th  straight,  also  gave  them  the 
longest  Ciiicago  collegiate  winning  streak  of  the  season,  for  DePaul's  ended  at  13.

He   iras   one   of 
13  outstanding  men  presented  with  honorary  dehrees   to  con:;enorate 
the   50th  anniversary.  The  oel^hrati  ifi  was  occasioned  by  the   fact   that 
Armour  Institute   of  Technology,   which  merg  d  with  Lewis   Institu   e  in 
1940  to  form  Illinois  T.ch,    admitted  its   first  students  50  years  ago 

this  past  fall- — on  Sept.   14,    1093. 

The  citation  given  Dr.  Lewis   read:    "For

Dr.  Lewis  was  graduated  at  Cornell  Unl varsity

instructor,  receiving  his  masters  degree  in  1910.  In  1910  he  beoaaafl 
assistant  professor  of  engineering  at  bwarthmore  College,  and  remained 
there  until  1917.  . 

During  the  ar  and  immediately  after,  he 
was  engineer  in  charge,  Clarke-Thomson  Reae  rch»  Philadelphia.  At  the 
same  ti  e,  he  went  into  the  field  of  aeronautical  research*  In  1919, 
he  was  appointed  executive  officer  of  the  national  Advisory  Gosoaittee 
for-  A,e:  ouautios.

Boris  A.  Bakhmetef f ,  professor  oj?  civil  engineering  at  Columbia 
University  in  Mew  York  City,  will  be  the  featured  speaker  at  a  special  meeting  of 
the  Mechanics  Colloquium  of  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology  Thursday  night  (Feb. 
24)  at  Illinois  Tech. 

Preceding  the  program,  a  dinner  will  be  served  at  6:45  p.m.  in 
the  Faculty  Dining  Room  in  the  Student  Union  Building,  33rd  and  Federal  streets. 

•Prof.  Bakhmeteff,  who  has  had  wide  experience  as  a  hydraulic 
engineer,  will  lead  an  informal  discussion  on  topics  in  the  field  of  fluid  mechan- 
ics. He  has  written  text  books  on  fluid  turbulence  and  open  channel  hydraulics. 

Organized  two  years  ago  at  Illinois  Tech,  the  Mechanics  Col- 
loquium is  composed  of  men  from  Chicago's  industries  who  are  interested  in 
theoretical  and  applied  mechanics. 
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'" Know-how' a  great  asset  of  American  industry  that  has  in- 
creased manyfold will  enable  American  industry  to  pull  through  in  any  adverse 

economic  conditions." 

Such  was  the  prediction  made  today  (Friday,  Feb.  25)  by  Harold 
Vagtborg,  director  of  the  Armour  Research  Foundation  at  Illinois  Institute  of  Tech- 
nology. He  was  addressing  the  Great  Lakes  Power  Club  on  "Postwar  Activities  and 
New  Products"  at  a  luncheon  at  the  Palmer  House. 

Indicating  that  there  was  too  much  worry  and  concern  about  the 
future  of  America,  Vagtborg  declared,  "We  have  allowed  uncertainties  to  warp  our 
thinking.  Actually,  we  can  look  forward  to  coming  years  with  enthusiasm." 

The  impact  of  wartime  research  upon  postwar  industrial  processes 
and  materials  is  being  given  much  attention  by  industry,  he  pointed  out. 

"There  is  a  storehouse  of  technological  information  resting  with 
scientific  people  who  are  readily  accessible  to  industry,  and  this  plus  the  'know- 
how'  of  operating  management  is  one  of  our  greatest  assets,"  Vagtborg  stated. 

He  warned  though  that  despite  the  fact  that  many  research  sci- 
entists' efforts  are  aimed  toward  national  self-sufficiency  by  replacing  imported 
materials  with  synthetics,  the  United  States  may  be  forced  to  expand  international 
trade  in  the  postwar  era  in  order  to  stabilize  her  own  economy  and  reduce  the  pos- 
sibility of  future  wars. 

-more- 
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International  politics,  Vagtborg  declared,  will  have  a  marked  • 
effect  upon  the  application  of  the  new  technology  which  the  war  effort  has  created. 

"The  principles  for  which  we  are  fighting  this  war  and  the 
greatly  improved  transportation  and  communication  methods  may  extend  national 
policies  to  world  collaboration,"  Vagtborg  stated. 

"For  example,  many  synthetic  rubber  scientists  and  manufacturers 
feel  that  in  reasonable  time  our  synthetic  rubber  can  compete  satisfactorily  with 
natural  rubber  purchased  on  world  markets. 

"But  if  for  other  reasons,  it  becomes  national  policy  to  force 
the  importation  of  natural  rubber  by  offsetting  any  price  differential  by  sub- 
sidies, then  the  American  synthetic  rubber  manufacturer  will  be  up  against  a 
tough  proposition." 

Citing  examples  of  progress  resulting  from  the  new  technological 
knowledge  developed  in  American  industry  during  the  war,  Vagtborg  said,  "In  two 
years'  time,  a  $750,000,000  synthetic  rubber  industry  has  been  built  which  in  1944- 
is  expected  to  produce  850,000  tons  of  synthetic  rubber. 

"This  is  substantially  more  than  any  total  annual  requirement 
of  natural  rubber  before  the  war  and  provides  for  a  large  portion  of  the  war  needs," 
he  added. 

Vagtborg  was  the  featured  speaker  at  a  luncheon  held  during  an 
all-day  meeting  of  the  Great  Lakes  Power  Club,   The  organization  is  composed  of 
power  engineers  from  electric  utilities  in  five  states Illinois,  Indiana,  Mich- 
igan, Minnesota  and  Wisconsin. 
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Illinois  Institute  of  Technology  is  looking  ahead  to  postwar 
education,  it  was  indicated  today  when  President  Henry  T.  Heald  announced  the 
appointment  of  committees  to  plan  Illinois  Tech's  postwar  curriculum. 

Two  committees  have  been  named,  one  for  the  college  of  engi- 
neering and  the  other  for  the  college  of  arts  and  sciences.  Objectives  of  the 
committees  will  be  to  suggest  improvements  over  present  instructional  methods  and 
to  recommend  advisable  changes  in  curriculum  for  the  period  following  the  war. 

Dr.  John  D.  Laricin,  chairman  of  the  Institute's  department  of 
political  and  social  science,  heads  the  arts  and  sciences  committee.  Chairman  of 
the  engineering  committee  is  Dr.  M.  B.  Reed,  professor  of  electrical  engineering. 
Each  department  in  the  respective  colleges  has  one  faculty  representative  on  the 
committees. 
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Illinois  Institute  of  Technology  has  opened  two  "in  plant"  war 
training  courses  this  week  for  employees  of  Johns-Manville  Company,  Waukegan,  and 
Cook  County  Contractors'  Association. 

A  course  in  "Payroll  Procedures  and  Payroll  Accounting"  has 
begun  at  Johns-Manville.  Approximately  30  employees  have  enrolled  for  the  15 
weeks  of  training. 

Forty-five  men  from  the  Cook  County  Contractors'  Association 
are  studying  a  15-week  course  in  "Industrial  Electronics." 

The  courses  are  conducted  by  Illinois  Tech  at  the  plants  at  no 
cost  to  the  employees  or  their  companies.  The  costs  are  paid  by  the  United  States 
Office  of  Education,  through  its  Engineering,  Science  and  Management  War  Training 
program . 
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^iomen  will  outnumber  men  ten  to  one  when  a  war  training  class 
in  engineering  drafting  finishes  Saturday  (Feb.  26)  at  Illinois  Institute  of  Tech- 
nology. 

Ten  women  and  one  man  are  completing  the  ten-week,  tuition- 
free  training.  They  will  hold  a  graduation  luncheon  at  1  p.m.  Saturday  (Feb.  26) 
at  the  Empire  Room  of  the  Palmer  House.  John  I.  Yellott,  director  of  war  training 
at  Illinois  Tech,  will  make  a  brief  address  and  award  certificates  of  graduation.

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Twenty-four  speakers  are  scheduled  to  address  this  year's  Mid- 
west Power  Conference,  according  to  the  preliminary  program  for  the  1944  meeting 
which  has  just  been  announced  by  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology.

"Postwar  Planning  of  the  Nation's  Power  Supply"  will  be  Mr. 
Bailey's  topic  when  he  addresses  the  morning  session  en  Thursday,  April  ±3.

"For  pioneering  research  in  the  application  of  symmetrical 
components  to  power  system  analyses;  for  his  outstanding  contributions  to  the 
modern  theories  of  synchronous  una  induction  machine  performance;  and  for  his 
leadership  in  the  investigating  of  natural  lightning  phenomena  and  the  applica- 
tion of  knowledge  regarding  lightning  to  the  protection  of  electrical  systems." 

The  nine  other  men  receiving  honorary  degrees  from  Illinois 
Tech  include:

In  all,  231  persons  received  degrees  from  Illinois  Tech 
at  the  50th  anniversary  convocation.  These  included,  in  addition  to  the  honor- 
aries,  215  seniors  who  received  bachelor  of  science  degrees  and  four  graduate 
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students  who  received  master's  degrees. 

The  seniors  who  received  their  degrees  at  the  ceremony  nor- 
mally would  have  been  Illinois  Tech's  class  of  June,  1944.,  but  they  completed 
their  college  work  four  months  ahead  of  schedule  due  to  Illinois  Tech's  wartime 
accelerated,  round- the-calendar  schedule.  This  results  in  a  saving  of  166,600 
man  hours  for  the  nation's  war  effort. 
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
